The very 
definition of the word makes it a two 
way proposition. You cannot. talk 
effectively to your employees or your 
lower strata of MmManayement unless 
you have provided adequate means tor 
them to talk back. My personal ex 
perience indicates that a well-managed 
suggestion system under which you 
are not atraid to pay off adequately 
Is an important part of your com 
munication program. From my own 
experience, I also can recommend that 
you jerk out the blocks of the normal

Until quite recently, it was the 
custom for lithographers to purchase 
heavy-bodied inks and to reduce them 
to the proper working consistency 
themselves by the addition of various 
cils, varnishes, drier and compounds. 
This method has been attacked vigor 
ously trom many sides tor its ineth 
ciency, particularly in the larger shops 
where considerable quantities of inks 
are used. Consequently, today practi 
cally all lithographic inks are designed 


by the ink maker to be used directly 


from the can, or with a minimum otf 


reduct on in the pressroom. 

A small percentaye of tallow and 
wax compound is often added to litho 
graphic inks to make them more 


water-repellent so that they will resist 


the action of the dampening solution 
more completely. The compound also 

s the running properties of the ink 
by reducing the tack and preventing 
offsetting from one sheet to the next. 
Iwo percent ot compound is usually 
ample tor this purpose, 

Thorough dispersion or grinding 

the pigments into the vehicles is 
highly important in the production of 
lithographic inks, since the slightest 
amount of grit, or undispersed pig 


ment particles, 1s suficient to cause 


piling ot the ink on the blanket and 


plate, resulting in uneven printing 
polishing of the plate, and rapid wear 
ing of the grain and the image.

Phe first of the PIA clinics played 

to a packed house on Monday after 
noon. The subject was “Cut Costs,” 
and ways and means of doing this 
were explored. In discussing a cost 
reduction program in an introductory 
address, Walter F. McArdle, Me- 
Ardle Printing Co., Washington, 
DD. C., said that cost reduction is 
composed of intelligent planning and 


predetermination of costs rather than 


ot a Waste correction program put into 
effect after excesses have been en- 
countered. Wastes of time and ma- 
terials must be reduced in the face 
of more intensive competition,” Mr. 
MeArdle declared. In the future, 
he added, “the individual plant must 
be better planned and more eth iently 
organized and operated it the industry 
is to continue its forward progress.

+. Try to increase the utilization 
of your plant.

5. If you cannot increase sales vol 
ume, your only alternative is to re 
duce costs. Know your costs, budget 
them. It is surprising what you can

The 
iddition of varnish or compounds on 
the press to a first down color on a 
two-color press may cause the second 
olor to litt poorly or cause the sec 
ond plate to tint where the first color 
image appears. It is safe to say that 
hanging the tack or consistency of

the first color will necessitate chang 
ing the seond color also. 

It is also true that anything added 
to the ink will affect the strength of 
the color, and any weakening of color 
means more ink has to be run to main- 
tain color match to copy. ‘The more 
ink run, the greater is the possibility 
of ink piling and trapping poorly. 

Standardization in inks is widely 
practiced in plants using the quick- 
setting type of ink which requires 
little or no manipulation and prints 
sharp and dense on any stock with less 
chance of offsetting. The advantage 
of being able to run large loads in the 
delivery, necessitating tewer stops tor 
pile changes, reduces the color varia 
tions throughout the run. These inks

To sum up, it is well worth the

Poor drying 
of inks can be improved by adding driers 
or a synthetic resin varnish. Chalking may 
be due, among other causes, to pigments 
not being easily wetted or to the medium 
being too thin. It is most likely to occur 
on very absorbent papers. Other faults 
described are uneven drying, excessive 
driers, and drying on the press. Chemical

Drying Of Lithographic Inks R. R 
Coupe. Modern Lithographer and Offset 
Printer 48, No. 8, August, 1952, pages

presented. Absorption of oil produces the 
initial set and oxidative drying produces 
the hard final film. Reducing the ink 
promotes oil absorption. The pore struc- 
ture of the paper is of vital importance in 
absorption. Dryers promote oxidative dry- 
ing while acid papers, some fountain 
chemicals, low fountain pH, and high 
relative humidity reduce drying rate.

159. Printed sheets such as transfers for 
pottery are treated as delivered from a 
printing-machine 10 with vapors of sul- 
phur di-chloride in a chamber C to which 
the sheets are fed by means of convever 
belts. The sulphur di-chloride is vapor 
ized in a carbureter 40 connected to 
a manifold 41 fitted with sprayers, and 
the chamber C is connected by an exhaust 
conduit to a scrubber for removing the un- 
used chloride.

Some papers are made especially 
for this type of work, because picking is 
one of the principal troubles encountered. 
A paper with a definite grain formation 
will pick more when printed against the 
grain. Wherever possible, the paper should 
be run with the grain at right angles to 
the gripper. Kromekote is a very good 
example of a paper well suited for gloss- 
ink printing, provided it is printed with 
the grain at right angles to the cylinder.

T usually is a surprise to many to 
learn that offset lithography or 
offset printing did not originate

the first offset press was introduced 


with the paper lithographer. 


commercially for paper lithographers 
in 1906, the metal lithographers had 
been using the principle of indirect 
printing for some time. I coined the 
term “Offset Press’’ in Niles, Ohio, 
in 1906, when the Harris Automatic 
Press Company built the first rotary 
offset paper printing or lithographing 
press ever offered for general sale by 
a press builder. George D. Kirkman, 
then president of that company, asked 
me what we would call the new press 
I distinctly 
remember telling him: “Call it just 
what it is—a Harris Offset Press.” 


I knew at that time, that for many

years previously, metal lithographers 
had been using the principle of indi- 
rect printing through the medium of 
a rubber blanket between the printing 
stone and the tin plate, thus “off- 
setting” the work on to the metal. 
However, these presses, at the time, 
were actually called “tin printers.” 
By 1906 there were three manu- 
facturers of printing presses in the 
United States who had been building 
metal decorating presses for several 
years. R. Hoe & Co. built the first 
flat bed lithograph press in America

It was not, how- 


went after metal decorating press 
business aggressively, and continued 
building these flat beds until August 
15, 1922, when the last one was 
shipped to the U. 3. Can Company 
in Cincinnati. The records show that 
a Hoe flat bed that was originally built 
in 1877 for a paper lithographer was 
later converted into a “tin printer” 
by the addition of the top cylinder. 
Chis press is still running in the plant 
of a metal etching company in New 
York City, at the ripe old age of 75 
years. 

While metal decorating was pro- 
duced in Europe some time before it 
appeared in the United States, I think 
it will suffice for our purposes to take 
you back only to the first “steam 
press,” as it was known, that was 
built in America. I believe that most 
of you know that for many years, be- 
fore the advent of the rotary offset 
lithograph press, lithography was pro- 
duced both in Europe and this country 
on flat bed presses. These machines 
were not too dissimilar to the present 
day flat bed printing press, except they 
were much slower. This type of press 


was also known as a “steam press”

because it was operated by a small 
steam engine through a belt to a line 
shaft and through this to a counter 
shaft from which the press was belted. 
Some of you old timers will remem- 
ber printing plants with belts and 
shafting along the walls and overhead, 
operating all sorts of machinery in- 
cidental to the industry. 

Vhe machine sold in 1880 was the 
first power driven metal lithograph 
press sold in the United States. It 
was also the first power driven “off- 
set press.” In operation, the design 
was placed on a lithograph stone. A 
rubber blanket was clamped around 
the large impression cylinder. The 
cylinder rotated, and the bed, carry- 
ing the lithograph stone, travelled 
toward it until they both came to- 
gether, and the blanket picked up the 
impression from the stone. A sheet 
of tin plate was fed between the large 
cylinder below, and small cylinder 
above. 
rangement caused the design to be 
printed on the bottom of the tin plate.

Branches and distributors in 20 cities 
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It was then picked up by hand by 
a boy, laid on a tray, each sheet along- 
side the other until the tray was 
filled, when the tray was slid into 
grooves of a portable rack. When the 
rack was full of trays, each holding 
a few sheets of printed tin plate, it 
was rolled into a box oven, like an 
oversized butchers refrigerator ex- 
cept for the temperature, where it re- 
mained until the sheets were dry. In- 
cidentally, the metal etchers still fol- 
low this ancient method of getting 
their designs on brass. You, of course, 
can understand why lithography, prior 
to the advent of the rotary offset 
press was so terribly expensive, com- 
pared with letterpress printing. 

The other two builders of these 
flat bed lithograph metal decorating 
presses in the United States were: 
C. Potter, Jr., who began building 
flat bed paper lithograph presses in 
1883, and a few years later built 
metal decorating flat bed presses ; and 
Fuchs & Lang followed in 1902. All 
three makes were similar in design. 
All, by present day standards, were 
very slow, as you may well imagine 
from my description of the method of 
operation. They were first built in the 
period of the ten hour work day, 
something I well remember. 

An average day’s production was 
from 4,000 to 5,000 lithographed 
sheets depending on the length of the 
run. Frequently, if the plant hap- 
pened to get a run of several orders 
calling for one or two boxes of tin 
plate (112 or 224 sheets) the day’s 
output for a press would drop to 
2,000 to 2,500 sheets. Jobs of 112 
and 224 sheets may seem low but I 
will have more to say about produc- 
tion later. 


The Hand Fed Rotary 

The first rotary press of any kind 
was a newspaper press. In 1845 the 
English author Isaacs wrote, and I 
quote: “The credit for the first rotary 
newspaper printing press belongs to 
America and R. Hoe & Company.” 
The first rotary metal decorating 
press was shipped to the American 
Can Company in February, 1908. It 
was built by the Potter Press Com- 
pany. I am told that the first rotary

metal decorating press to come to the 
City of Chicago arrived the next year, 
1909, was built by Fuchs & Lang 
and was sold to N. K. Fairbanks & 
Co. In the year 1912, Hoe put its 
then 67 years of rotary press building 
experience into a rotary metal decor- 
ating press. This press was shipped 
to the Tin Decorating Company of 
Baltimore, which plant has since been 
acquired by the Continental Can Com- 
pany. This press, like its competitive 
predecessors, took a maximum sheet 
26” x 34” due to the fact that the 
tin plate mill base size, without extra 
cost, was, at that time, 14” x 20”; 
and this press would easily take a 
double size sheet 20” x 28” and print 
it well. There was ample ink cover- 
age and adequate room for accurate 
register at the then high rate of 40 
to 50 sheets per minute on the aver- 
age; or say, 2,500 per hour as against 
the flat bed speed of 6,000 sheets per 
day, as the top speed in a shorter work 
day. This was the first step in what 
has been an amazing growth of the 
metal decorating industry, in my opin- 
ion. A large number of these presses 
were sold by the three companies 
named. 


The Tweo-Color 

The next startling development in 
presses for the metal decorating in- 
dustry was introduced by Hoe. It 
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(1,000 per hr.) 


came in the form of a 26” x 34” hand 
fed two-color press. 

This press also was sold to the 
Tin Decorating Company of Balti- 
more, and it was used for many years 
in printing Half & Half Smoking 
Tobacco $.15 tin cans, 21 blanks up. 
In those days this can was a four- 
color job and the sheets were fed 
twice through the press. Unlike my 
reference to 112 and 224 sheet jobs 
a few minutes ago, this particular 
press never printed anything but the 
Half & Half can for years, and as 
the sales increased a companion press 
was installed beside the first one, and 
the two presses produced 1050 four- 
color cans every minute for years. 

Hoe was the only builder of this 
two-color press, and with this instal- 
lation came the first attempt to print 
two-colors at one time with one feed- 
ing of the tinplate through the press. 
Of course, we were told it couldn't 
be done, but when the second press 
was installed in the same plant on the 
same job, the success of the two-color 
became more apparent. The skeptics 
received further shocks as other com- 
panies began buying these presses, 
with the result that a very large num- 
ber of them has been sold from coast 
to coast. 

The 26” x 34” rotary metal decor- 
ating press, in the single color type, 
built by three companies, and the 
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Lithograph Press 


Cylinders

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two-color type, built by one company, 
remained the standard until Novem- 
ber, 1933, when I sold the first larger 
Rotary Metal Decorating Press to 
the Ohio Corrugating Company of 
Warren, Ohio for lithographing on 
sheet steel, rather than tinplate. This 
press also was a hand fed press of the 
single-color type, and took a max- 
mum sheet 29” x 36” in size. A year 
and a half later I sold the Continental 
Can Company several of the two-color 
presses already mentioned, but built 
to take a larger maximum sheet, 
29” x 36”. From July 19, 1935 to 
the present time the development of 
metal decorating press equipment has 


been amazingly rapid. 


First Automatic Feed 

In December, 1935, the first Hoe 
automatically fed metal decorating 
press was sold by me to Earl E. Gray, 
vice president of the Caspers Tin 
Plate Company of Chicago. This 
press was a single-color press, and this 
type of press is still being manufac- 
tured by Hoe in considerable quan- 
tities. 

Fifteen months later (1937) the 
first Hoe Automatic Two-Color Tan- 
dem Metal Decorating Press was 
shipped. This press was made up of 
two single-color presses connected in 
tandem, automatically fed rather than 
hand fed. The first press did the job 
it was intended to do—halftone work 
where it is necessary to print one wet 
dot on top of another on a non-absorb- 
ing surface, such as tinplate. The 
ink manufacturers had a real problem 
in developing ink for this type of 
press, but they came through as they 
always do in any new development 
in the graphic arts field. This press 
with refinements, today is one of the 
most popular models in use. It was 
later increased in size to take a 
maximum sheet 34” x 36”, the first 
one of which was sold to the Amer- 
ican Can Company in November, 
1946. 


I had been studying all of the 
phases of metal decorating for many 
years. I was keeping in touch with 
all the various producers of products 


requiring or desiring lithographing

on steel, and in 1941 we were ap 
proached by one of the largest metal 
lithographers in the country for a 
press to lithograph on steel sheets up 
to 18 gauge in thickness, and weigh- 
ing 2 pounds per square foot. This 
customer was already a large user of 
our equipment and, realizing that we 
specialized in building heavy presses 
for other branches of the graphic arts 
industry, they felt we might be will- 
ing to undertake the designing of a 
press to lithograph a sheet of steel 
approximately 3% ft. x 4% ft. This 
sheet would weigh approx'mately 22 
pounds, and they wanted to litho 
graph it at approximately 3000 
sheets per hour. As a result of this 
conference we undertook to build the 
press, and three of them were sold 
that year. My friend, Mr. Gray, to 
whom I have already referred, was 
one of the purchasers. Two of those 
presses built ten years ago are in 
Chicago. The other one went to 
Wheeling, West Virginia, and the 
lithograph manager of the plant where 
it is installed has always been en- 
thusiastic about it. 

You will note that by 1941, a per 
iod of 33 years, the equipment for 
the industry had grown from one type 
and size of rotary press, built by three 
different companies, to eight different 
sizes and types of presses for the in- 
dustry — all eight manufactured by 
one company—Hoe.

of steel rather than tinplate, because 
the tin mills are not equipped to pro- 
duce tinplate in as large sheets as the 
steel mills are equipped to produce 
steel. Products derived from litho- 
graphing on metal had taken a very 
strong hold on public consumption, 
and with this condition larger presses 
were constantly in demand. Hoe met 
this situation in 1946 by bringing out 
two other sizes of presses, namely, 
presses to take maximum sheets of 31” 
x 40” and 31” x 45”. 

The oldest existing metal litho- 
graph company in America is the 
Brooklyn Metal Decorating Com- 
pany which bought the first 31” x 40” 
Hoe Press, and the Rheem Manufac- 
turing Company bought the first 31” 
x 45” Hoe Press, both in 1946. These 
presses were similar in appearance to 
the single color 29” x 36” press, ex- 
cept for maximum size of sheet. 

The following year the 34” x 45” 
press was built to accommodate steel 
sheets weighing as much as 12 pounds 
each, and automatically feeding and 
lithographing these sheets at a speed 
of 4000 sheets per hour. This opened 
up a new field for metal lithography. 
Now, 100 Ib. grease drum blanks 
could be lithographed one up in as 
many colors as desired, rather than 


sprayed with one color of paint. Fif- 
ty lb. grease kits could be lithographed 
two up. The first buyer of this size 
press was the United States Steel 
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4 foremost and finest in pre-sensitized offset 
plates will be available to you under the name, 
ENCO Plates. formerly known as K & E Pre-sensi- 
tized Offset Plates.

In 1948 we built a two-color tan- 
dem metal decorating press, taking a 
maximum sheet 42” x 45”. This 
press is running in the St. Louis plant 
of one of the large can companies, 
and is doing a beautiful job of multi- 
color lithography on metal. This 
press is similar to the 41” x 54”, 
which I have previously referred to, 
except for width, and the fact that 
it is built as a two-color tandem 


press, rather than a single-color press. 


In 1949 Hoe created the most 
sensational development which, up to 
that time, had occurred in the metal 
decorating industry. We all have 
seen steel drums on platforms, on 
trucks, in factory yards, on railroad 
cars, etc, all over the country. They 
always were unattractive containers, 
painted, or more probably sprayed, in 
one color, mostly black, rusty red or 
a gruesome green. Outside of an oc- 
casional stencil none of them had any 
advertising indicating the contents, or 
even the manufacturer’s name. I 
wanted to build a press for lithograph- 
ing these drums, but, naturally, | 
had to have a market I, at first, 
got a very cool reception from the 
manufacturers of steel drums. They 
were almost all agreed that their 
customers would not pay for the extra 
cost for a lithographed steel drum. 
I didn’t believe this. Then I read a 
story in the Saturday Evening Post 
of the amazing rise of the Rheem 
Manufacturing Company’s organiza- 
tion as it exists today. I contacted 
this company and told the president 
my story, thus selling him the first 
Hoe Metal Decorating Press for 
lithographing one 55 gallon steel 
drum blank or two 100 pound grease 
drums, two up. This giant Hoe 
Automatic Metal Decorating Press 
lithographs sheets of steel weighing 
as much as 60 pounds, or as little as 
24 pounds. The Rheem organization 
has proved my theory to be correct.

This is a 
tin plate press, capable of lithograph- 
ing a 29” x 36” sheet of metal in 
four colors at one automatic feeding 
of the stock.

because it employs lithography in the 
highest sense of the word, both as to 
skill of the individuals who produce 
the work, and to the high efficiency 
of the machinery and equipment re- 
quired to produce it. 

It differs from paper lithography 
in that the buyer of the metal deco- 
rating press has just started to spend 
his money when he buys a press. A 
necessary integral part of the press 
is an adequate oven for drying, bak- 
ing and cooling the lithographed 
sheets at high speeds, which closely 
approximate the speeds of the paper 
lithographer for comparative sized 
presses. Yet the metal lithographing 
press is required to handle tons of 
material and lithograph it beautiful- 
"Rael month, Rheem announced that its 
new plant in Linden, N.J., now is in full 
operation with a 72” line. Also last month, 
Inland Steel Container Co., Chicago, broke 
the news that it will install a Hoe 76” metal

ly in the same space of time that 
the paper lithographer produces 
pounds of material. 

In dollar value, the metal lithog- 
raphers last year created a multi- 
billion dollar product. How was this 
accomplished? I will give you two 
or three instances. Two Hoe two- 
color metal decorating presses never 
had but one job on them for several 
years, operating most of the time on 
a two shift basis. What were they 
printing? Pepsi-Cola bottle caps. It 
doesn’t seem possible, but it is a fact. 
With two and a half gross on a sheet, 
these sheets are lithographed at an 
average speed of 75 sheets per min- 
ute, hour in and hour out, day in and 
day out, night in and night out. Max- 
well House coffee cans keep one press 
busy continuously, and have for years. 
There are many other instances of 
similar long runs of attractive lith- 
ographed designs of every day prod- 
ucts that we see on the retail shelves 
and counters. 

The can industry alone in the 
United States and Canada last year 
used double the amount of steel that 
was used by all the rest of the world. 
I learned from one of my friends at 
the canners convention, that 55 bil- 
lion cans were produced in the United 
States in 1950. Statistics of one of 
the large producers of cans show that 
every man, woman, and child in the 
United States last year consumed the 
entire contents of at least one can 
daily. While the can industry repre- 
sents a considerable portion of the 
metal decorating industry, there are, 
as you have been able to see, vast 
numbers of other products made of 
metal, which are now being litho- 
graphed. You will find relatively few 
metal lithographing concerns which 
are not busy. 

This industry differs from paper 
in that the equipment is infinitely 
more expensive to buy. For example, 
consider a 34” x 36” two-color tan- 
dem line, consisting of the automatic 
feeder, the press, a spot coater and 
an oven. This is the ultimate type 
of line for the finest class of lithog- 
raphy at the most economical method 


of production. You will find some

lines where the coating machine is 
eliminated and a separate oven is pur- 
chased in front of which is installed 
a coating machine which can be used 
for either spot coating or plain coat- 
ing the metal before it is lithographed, 
or for varnishing it after it is litho- 
graphed. This auxiliary equipment 
is necessary in the can business be- 
cause the interiors of all cans have 
to have a protective coating for many 
food products to prevent spoilage of 
the contents. These cans are litho- 
graphed afterwards. 

A line like this one represents a 
capital investment of approximately 
$150,000.00. 

Consider another kind of line such 
as installation in a Rheem Manufac- 
turing plant. The investment in this 
line represents approximately $375,- 
000.00. This “line” consists of the 
Hoe automatic press, an extra Dex- 
ter feeder, a Wagner coater and a 
Wagner oven, and is approximately 
300 ft. long. Also, it is perfectly 
obvious that the metal lithographer 
has to have ample floor space, far 
more than is required in the paper 
industry. 

I am pretty familiar with the metal 
decorating industry and the equip- 
ment being operated, and I have made 
a rough calculation of impressions per 
year. I estimate, and I believe the 
figures are conservative, that in 1950 
the metal decorating industry pro- 
duced 3,360,000,000 single-color im- 
pressions on their offset presses. k*

The 
result of this study was a re-layout of 
virtually everything in our three 
plants except presses, and even they 
were shifted, to some extent, in our 
Los Angeles and Celina operations. 
We found in our Dayton operations 
that some of our departments were 
on the wrong floor, and it may sur 
prise you to learn that some of our 
worst back-tracking was in our office, 
where only a shifting of a desk was 
required to straighten up the matter.

On the matter of controlling q iali 
ty within your plant, let me say that 
there is a complete new theory in 


vogue lay that many printers are 


not aware of. This new theory calls 
for control of quality at the source 
of production, rather than at an in 
spector’s bench or table where the 
culls must be destroyed. The aim of 
this new philosophy is to avoid bad 
quality at its source, rather than to 


sort it out in some later operation. 


Along this same line, I might call 
attention to a ‘thing called pre 
maintenance. Like quality 


preventive Maintenance Is 


' 


aimed it preventing maintenance 


rather than simply to repair after 
breakdown. It is a sound, although 
rather simple procedure, and I can 
tell you first hand that it works. Our 
idle time due to mechanical break 
down has virtually disappeared since 
we inaugurated a preventive main 
tenance program. It involves such 


simple procedures as taking the 
temperature of your electric equip 
» that you will be warned 
breakdown, in case a motor or 
control box starts to heat up above 
normal. That, of course, is only one 
tiny phase, and I throw it in only to 
explain the simplicity of such a pro 
gram. The Research & Engineering 
Council has a booklet on this subject. 
A satety program is, of course, a 
necessary adjunct to any good em- 
ployee relations or mechanical pro- 
gram. It, too, seeks to avoid the 


t, 


source of costly accidents and em- 


ployee lost time due to injury. Here 
again, phenomenal success is being 
enjoyed by companies having a good 
safety program. Such a program 

good human relations, but you can be 
very mercenary about it when you 
consider the cost of a shut-down. 

I mentioned that this discussion 
was going to involve many, many 
little things, without pin-pointing one 
or two major moves you could make 
and accomplish progress. 1 submit, 
however, that the end reward, the 
cream in the bottle of milk, the extra 
production over normal, is well worth 
the management energy such a pro- 
gram requires. Some of you may have 
surmised that many of the suggestions 
I have made should be a part of good 
management anyway. Certainly, that 
is true. The printer who is only half 
1 Manager is doing many of these 
things already, and consequently, 
the further steps to be taken are 
minimized in proportion. 

The biggest factor in this discus- 
sion is probably attitude. If attitudes 
are in proper balance throughout your 
organization, all of the other things 
| have mentioned will become routine. 
On the other hand, if attitudes are 
not right, if your management and 
employees are not working as a team, 
it they do not feel that you deserve 
their extra effort, if they've got you 
down as bossy big brass, you've got 
a big job ahead if you want cream on 
your milk. If tne top man is the kind 
who can’t relax and be human, and 
can't bend down to the other fellow’s 
level and meet him there as a regular 
Joe, then someone in your organi 
zation should be given a title and 
assigned to the job. 

One last word of encouragement: 
the job of increasing productivity in 
an organized manner, while requiring 
a lot of energy at the beginning, has 
the further reward of ultimately be- 
coming homogenized into the regular 
work pattern of management and em- 
ployees alike and the cream line dis- 
appears. At that point, the program 
requires a minimum of management 
attention and is almost self perpetuat- 
ing as long as the attitudes and _cor- 
rections made in the beginning are

New Kodak Speedy Photocopying 
Procedure. Photographic Engineering 3 
No. 2, 1952, page 100. According to press 
reports, Eastman Kodak Company, Roches 
ter, New York, has developed a new 
experimental photographic copying system 
for the speedy production of photo copies 
in less than one minute. Principal feature 
of the system is the use of an emulsion, 
which although light sensitive, acts slow- 
ly enough that it is not affected by 
ordinary room lighting during handling 
When exposed with a document to a bright 
light source and placed in a special acti- 
vating solution, a master image is formed 
which is composed of soft photo gelatin 
containing a dark dye. When the master 
image is placed in contact with a sheet of 
plain white paper, a very thin layer of 
the dved gelatin is transferred to the 
print paper. The positive copy of the 
original document is then ready for use 
Advantages claimed for the system in 
clude: a positive image is produced; 
multiple copies on ordinary paper are 
possible from one piece of photographic 
material; the system is inexpensive, quick 
and simple to operate, and the handling 
properties of the reproduction are the 
same as those of ordinary paper.
